HE Dramonp has been always 
eiteemed, by the ancients, the 


fareft {tone, and the moft precious - 


of all, either for its hardnefs, its 
fine brilliancy, its water, of its 
virtues. It is victorious over fire. 
and refifts alfo the hardeft things. — 
The fineft come from Bifnaga and 
Decam, provinces of the Eait- 
Indies: The fed of Tanjam in 
Malacca, furnifhes very good ; as 
does likewife Arabia Felix., Rueus 
affures, thatthe diamond ingenders 
another - and that a great princefs 
of the family Of the “Luxemburgs 
had two hereditary ones, that pro- 
duced, in aceftain time;. others ; 
which is eafily obferved when they 
are near ingendering others,—— i'his 
is alfo related by Boetius. E. 
The virtue attributed to this 
ftone is againit poifon, panic terrors, 
the plague, wakefulnefs, preitiges, 
and inchantments: It calms anger, 
and foments love between man yo 
wife, and is therefore ealled the 
ftone of reconciliation. Some ai- 
cribe to itthe virtue of talifmans, 
when under a favourable confitution 
rs the afpe@ of the heavens, and 
under the ‘planet of Mars; the 
figure of the god Mars, or of Her- 
cules furmounting the. Hydra, is 
engraved on it; forhe who wears 
it is always aflured of vidory, how 
numerous foever his enemhies may 

be. - 
Such a pernicious quality is not- 
withitanding attributed to diamond- 
powder, that it cannot be corrected, 
either by reafon of its being ex- 
x 








tremely cold, or corrofive; arid it 


' is faid the great phyfician and chy- 


mitt, Theophraitus Paracelfus, was 
poifoned by it. 

As heat may tarnifh the luftre 
and fire of a diamond, Wolphangus 
and Andrew Baccius are of opinion, 
that at night, before going to bed, 
it ought.to be taken off the finger, 
and laid onfome marble, or in fome 
cool place. The fymbol of the dia- 
mond is conftancy, fortitude, mno- 
cence and other heroic virtues. 

The Carzuncte is fo rare and 
precious a ftone, that it is very hard 
to be founds Some have faid that 
it is not in nature, but they are 


| greatly miftaken, it being certain, 


that it has been, and is itill fonnd. 
Garcias ab Horto, a phyfician to 
the viceroy of the Indies; writes, 
that he himfelf faw catbuncles in 
that prince’s pofletiion, whofe {plen- 
der was fo prodigious, that they 
feemed like fe many blazing coals, 
which glowed in the midft of dark- 
nefs: Lewis Vertomany a Roman, 
rejates that the king of Pegu, ufu- 
ally vtore one of fo large a lize, 
and fo lively and brifk a luftre, that 
wheever looked at this. king in the 
darkeit night, faw him fhine, as if 
ftirrounded by the rays of the fun. 


Af. therctore natuve produces ftones 


of this quality, that fparkle with fo 
much luitre in the ni; ah, and diifi- 
pate its obfeurity; thefe ftones muit 
be carbuncles ; and it is this fite 
that muft diftinguifh them from 
other precious ftonzs. If the fame 
iwuture has given io great a refplen- 
dency 
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dency to 2 littl worm, which in 
fumme? time conguers by .its hillre 
the darknefs of the night, and 
illuminates the objects about, it, 
why fhould not a body, thore folid, 
more purified, and on which iiature 
might have worked during fereral 
ages, have the fame fire ami more 


brilliancy, being a more finified”’ 


work, and whofe merit, except in 
point of life, furpailes that of the 
‘glow. worm. 

fElian relates in his hifory of 


animals, that a young ftork, having | 


been cured of a brokep thigh by a 
woman of Tarentum, in gr atitude 
for her care, had let fall into her 
Jap a precious carbuncley which 
fhined in the night. as a burning-can- 
die. Hence it is maniteft, that 
dragons only carry therm about 
them, to give themfclves hight ; 
and.that they do not grow out of 
their heads, becaufe birds know haw 
‘to diflinguifhthem from other fone me 
and to find them in the places wher 
they grow. 
The carbuncle is of different kinds: 
and fexes. Its nature is to emit 2 
eorulcant fire. which thines brighter, 
the greater the obicurity is. {t alto 
contains drops ef gold, like fo many 
ftars within. Thefe are the rareit 
earbuncles, and they .come from 
Ethiopia. The Chaldeans had fo 
great u veneration for this fone, 
that they ufed it in.their ceremonies. 
Itis til remarkable that the car- 
buncle cannot be counterfeited. — Frs 
fuppofed virtues are, to refit fire, 
to top’ defluxions of the eyes, to 
divert dteams and no@urnal illu 
fions, and to ferve as an antidote 
againit corrupt and peftilential air. 
The Rusy differs mach trom the 
carbuncle, though fome place no 
diftinction between them. It is 
diaphanous, and variegated with 
little {pots of azure ia the midit ‘of 
a purple colour. The Iefs azure

Tt has 
a little of the fire of the carbuncle, 
the purple of the amethyft, the green 
of the emerald, & an agreeable mix- 
ture of blue, yellow, black, and 

; & this beauty ariles from the 
wie refecétion of the celours, as 
we fee in the rain-bow. ‘The fineft 
are from the Indies! ‘The virtues 
attributed to the opal are, for recreat- 
ing the ipjrits of the heart, preferv- 
me againit contagious air, hinder- 
ing famting fits and malign affec- 
tions. Nonius, a Roman fenator, 
had one valued at twenty thoufaid 
{sSerces, and he would rather be 
banifhed his country, and deprived 
of his poft than give it to Mark An- 
thony, who had a great defire for it,

MHeliodorus, 
in his hiltory of ‘Theagenes and 
Caricles, fays, that it wehaed from 
fire thofe that carry it about them, 
and that C.ricles was preferved by 
it, netwithitanding the fury and 
vengeance of Ariace, queen of 
Ethiopia; and it was held to be one 
_of the firft talifmans Theagenes wag 
poffeiled of in Egypt. :

ted States to both Houfes of Congrefs- 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and of 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives ; 


At the opening of the prefent 
fefion of congreis, I mentioned 
that fome circumftances of an 
unwelcome nature had lately oc- 
curred in relation to France ; 
that our trade had fuffered, and 
was fuffering extenfive injuries in 
the Weit-Indies, from the cruifers 
and agents of the French repub- 
lic ; and that communications had 
been received from its minifter 
here, which. indicated danger of 
a further difturbance of our com- 
merce by its authority, and that 
were, in other refpects, far from 
agreeable: but that I referved for 
a fpecial meflage, a more particu 
far communication on this intere te 
ing fubject. ‘This communication 
I now make. 

The complaints of the French 
minifter embraced molt of the 
traniactions of our government, 
in relation to France, from an 
early period of the prefent war;

an examination of the notes of 
the French minifter, and fuch in- 
formation as I thought might be 
ufeful to Mr. Pinckney in any fur- 
ther reprefentations he might fiad 
neceffary to be made to the French. 

‘The immediate ob- 
ject of his miflion was to make to 
that government fuch explanations 
of the principles and conduct of 
our own, as by mamfefling our 

ood faith might remove all jea- 
Joufy and difcontent, and maintam 
that harmony and good under- 
ftanding with the French republic 
whichit has been my con({tant 
folicitude to preferve. A-govern- 
ment. which required only know- 
ledge of the truth to juftify its 
sheafures, could not but be anxious 
to have this fully and frankly 
difplayed.

Its armed veiléis 
have fent in all American vefiels 
bound to or from any Britith 


ports, either in this ifland or real.
